Be it enatted by the Senate and House of Representatives :

reward, gift, or benefit, or promise of favor or advantage, 
every such person shall, for every such offense, upon convic- 
tion thereof as aforesaid, forfeit and pay to the State a fine of 
fifty dollars.
